automobiles, 1,344. 

In the period covered, the popula- 
tion of New York City about doubled; 
the number of street accidents in- 
creased more than séven-fold. . 

Industrial accidents in this state in- 
creased from '358,440 in 1924 to 523,- 
604 in 1929. The total annual cost of 
industrial accidents in this state, in- 
cluding compensation and medical 
treatment, is estimated at $80,000,- 
000.

Doubtless both will 
come in time, but the» present tend- 
ency is rather away from Canada and 


such an ideal. Our poets get much 
nearer to it than our writers of prose. 
The lure of the cheap magazine with 
its false standards of life has proved 
too strong for a good many Canadian 
writers, who might have done a good 
service to Canadian literature had 
they been able to withstand that lure. 
Criticism, such as Mr. Burroughs has 
offered, is, therefore, all the more to 
be noted as pungent and appropriate.
